map of local social services

Migrant farmworkers in the 
Glades now have access to a 
map that will help link them to 
local social service agencies. 

The free Belle Glade Farm- 
workers Community Services 
map was distributed this week 
to various social servizes 
offices. 

The effort to get a map print- 
ed in English, Spanish and Cre- 
ole began as a project of a 
Social Work Practice III classes 
at Florida Atlantic University. 

The Glades Community- 
Based Development Project 
Latinos En Accion gave the 


class.a grant to have 3,000 
maps made. 

"A lot of the people I've been 
in contact with didn't know 
what we have here in the 
Glades," said Ramon Palamo, 
president of Latinos En Accion. 

The project was headed by 
Dr. Cecilia Campoverde with 
FAU's Department of Social 
Work, who said "I truly believe 
this map is not just going to 
help one person, but many peo- 
ple." 

The map was shown at a 
meeting Friday, May 14 at the 
Belle Glade Civic Center. Local 
service organizations and com 
munity leadezg were invited to 


attend the meeting and were 
each given a laminated copy of 
the map. 

The map lists agencies, 
schools, a bus schedule and 
government housing areas. 

Already, Dr. Campoverde said 
she has received requests for 
similar maps in othér areas of 
Palm Reach County and in 
Dade and Broward County.

Cox Park in South Bay to get 
lights at two basketball courts.

After being without lights for 
over 12 years, Cox Park in 
South Bay will be lit up for 
night activities in the next few 
months. 

Commissioners voted Tues- 
day night to allotate up to 


$35,000 to install lights at two- 


basketball courts at Cox Park, 
located on the corner of North- 
west 8th Avenue. 

* "There js a desperate need for 
lights at Cox Park," said, Com- 
missioner Michael Jackson. "As 
a youngster I always wished for 
lights at that park." 

The city received a Communi- 
ty Development Block Grant for 
improvements at Cox and Tan- 
ner Parks. 

Commissioners voted to 
spend the remaining money 
from the grant at Tanner Park. 
They also received $15,000 


from U.S, Sugar, $3,000 from 
Flo-Sun and $6,000 from the 
Community Foundation that 
will be used for Tanner Park 
improvements. 

New playground. equipment 
will be installed at Tanner Park 
in the next few weeks, the ten- 
nis court will be renovated, the 
basketball court will be resur- 
faced and the parking lot will 
be repaired, 

The city also plans to resur- 


face the walking paths and 


install two volleyball courts at 
Tariner Park. 

The American Heart Associa- 
tion has donated equipment for 
a Heart Trail and City Manager 
Lester Baird said he is hoping 
to get area businesses to help 
set up €he trail. 

In other business, commis- 
sioners passed a resolution hon- 
oring Larry and Barbara 
MeMillan for enhancing busi- 


ness in South Bay by building a 
new Glades Honda facility on 
their property on U.S. 27 
South. - , 

"This makes a tremendous 
difference to our city," said 
South Bay's Mayor Clarence 
Anthony. "We love our city and 
you obviously do too because 
you reinvested in South Bay,” 
he told the McMillans. d 

The McMillans have owned 
and operated the business in 
South Bay since 1979. The old 
building, which was over 50 
years old, was torn down and a 
new 5,000 square foot building 
was put up.

350 youth expected to get 


summer jobs

Over 350 Glades youth will 
trade in their school books for 
work clothes this summer to 
get on-the-job training through 
the Palm Beach County Private 
Industry Council (PIC). 

The PIC program offers pub- 
lic or private non-profit employ- 
ers the chance to get workers at 
no cost through the summer 
months through the Job Train- 
ing Partnership Act. 

So far, according to Kimberly 
Harrelle, local service center 
manager, the program has been 
a success. 

The In-School youth program, 
called Positive Connection, 
attracted 400 kids. This pro- 
gram is for youth ages 14 
though the 11th grade. The PIC 
program also has 250 local 
adults, ages 18 to 21 in the 
Youth Services program. 

This is the eighth summer 
the program has been pffered in 
the Glades. 

The kids are given orienta- 
tion and training before they 
apply for the open jobs and a 
counselor monitors their work 
and progress throughout the 
program.

"So far, we haven't had any 
serious problems," said Ms. 
Harrello: 

The City of Belle Glade will 
be providing jobs for about 30 
-youth this summer. They have 
participated in the program for 

* several years. 

The cities of South Bay and 
Pahokee also participate each. 
year ánd take a few students. 

"We're averaging 50 to 60 
employers who participate 
every summer," said Ms. Har- 
relle. "Our only requirement is 
that they provide a positive 
work experience." 

"We've gotten great response 
from employers in the commu- 
nity so far," she said. We have 
300 job offers so far and we're 
shooting for 350." 

Harrelle said Glades Central 
and Pahokee High School have 
been extremely cooperative. 

"They let us use their cafete- 
rias on Tuesday and Thursday 
at Glades Central and at Paho- 
kee High School on Monday 
and Wednesday from 3:30 p.m. 
to 7 p.m. Fortunately, here in 
the Glades we have a good pro- 
cedure in place," said Ms. Har- 
relle. X 


Florida sugar grow- 
ers critiçize federal 
GAO report - 


U.S. Sugar is ealling a 
recently released General 
Accounting Office (GAO) report 
on the American sugar price 
support program "yestérday's 
song ignoring entirely develop- 


ments of the last several years ` - 


which make this report's con- 
clusions irrelevant to today's 
realities." 


According to Robert Buker, - 


Jr., senior vice presidert for 
U.S. Sugar Corporation, the 
GAO report incorrectly claims 
that a federal program, which 
for the past 60 years has stabi- 
lized the price of sugar and 
kept U.S. farming jobs from 
béing moved overseas, adds 
$1.4 billion to sugar prices. 
Operated by law at no cost to 
payers, the sugar pro- 
imits the amount of 
and provided a loan

better. But we must have an 
end to the European subsidies 
that have driven the world 
market for more than a 
decade,” he said. 

"Economic studies have 
determined that in a:totally 
free world market, European 
and Japanese consumers would 
pay less for their sugar, while 
Americans would pay about the 
same or slightly more than 
they do now. 

“As it is," Buker said, "for 
more than 10 years, U.S. con- 
sumérs have enjoyed stable 
sugar prices and, in fact, over- 
the last six years American 
prices have declined. The only

It was Grayhound West- 
bound" for 18students from the 
School of CHOICE last*Thurs- 
day morning as they boarded a 
bus that, would eventually take 
them to Wyoming. 

The students will be taking 
part in a special work experi; 
ence program at Yellowstone 
National Park. They will be 
doing kitchen, housekeeping, 
and laundry work at the Old 
Faithful Lodge located within 
the park boundaries. 

"In this program, the type of 
work the students will be doing 
is unimportant,” said Antoine 
Russell, Principal at CHOICE. 
"It is the total experience the 
students will benefit from. 
They will be in daily contact 
with people from around the 
country and tlie world, from all 
minority groups, economic and 
educational backgrounds, ages 
and lifestyles.” 

Though the students will 
miss several weeks of school, 
each will have an individual 
educational plan complete with 
assignments from each of their 
classes. They will be accompa- 
nied by a certified teacher, Ter- 
rance Davis, who will spend a 
portion of each day working 
with the students to be sure 
they complete their academic 
assignments.

group of people with an interest 
in eliminating the sugar pro- 
gram are the large corporate 
candy and confection manufac- 
turers, who have constantly 
raised their prices, no matter 
what happens to the price of 
sugar." 

The GAO report was initiated 
at the request of U.S. Rep. 
Charles Schumer, D-New York. 

"American sugar farmers are 
among the most efficient in the 
world. Our farmers are this 
competitive even while incur- 
ring additional costs such as 
workman's compensation, 
major environmental restric- 
tions, higher costs and benefits 
to workers, not required in 
many other sugar-producing 
countries," Buker said. 

In only two periods during 
the past 57 years when there 
was no American sugar pro- 
gram -- 1974 and 1980 -- world 
prices hsot up to 60 cents and 
40 cents a pound, respectively. 

In creating its report, the 
GAO took the world price of 
sugar -- the price paid for only 
the last 15 percent of excess 
world production dumped by 


foreign countries and assumed : 


that the dump price for raw 
sugar would prevail if the fed- 
eral farming support system 
were eliminated. s 

That dump price for raw sug- 
ar last week was about 11.70 
cents. It was compared with 
U.S. current domestic prices of 
approximately 21.5 cents and 
presumed that the difference 
would be passed along to the 
consumer. 

Buker criticized the GAO's 
assumption that any drop in 
the price of sugar would be 
passed on to consumers. About 
three fourths of:the sugar con- 
sumed in the United States is 
as part of processed foods, in 
which the cost of sugar is negli- 
gible. 

According to industry statis- 
tics, the price of sugar went up 
10.3 percent during the 1980s, 


"They will leari mpre U.S..

$8 per day for dormitory type 
housing and three meals per 
day.

The students vere granted 
loans from the Bank of Paho- 
kee for bus transportation, 
meals, and incidentals until 
they receive their first pay- 
check.

"Would 
a 60-cent candy bar cost con- 
sumers less if the 1.3 cents of 
sugar it contains cost any less?"

Buker said’ bere is a general 
misconception that the U.S. 
government subsidized sugar 
farmers, as is done in Europe, 
and as happens with some oth- 
er crops in this country.

The government stabilizes 
the price of sugar by controlling 
the amount of imports allowed 
into the country. Each year. the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
estimates that next year's sug-

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Can Florida be need?

"The decision by several insur- 
ance companies to limit their 
homeowners insurance busi- 
ness in Florida has created a 
storm of protest. almost as large 
as Hurricane Andrew itself. 
Unfortunately, the outpouring 
of outrage has shed much heat, 
but little light on the reasons 
behind these difficult decisions. 


In the midst of this turbulent ` 


atmosphere, each of these com-, 
panies will have the opportuni- 
iy to make its own case. But all 
insurers in Florida as well as 
their customers share a com- 
mon concern: insurance 
companies must maintain the 
financial strength necessary to 
pay future claims. 

Without that fundamental 
guarantee to deliver the goods, 
no insurance contract -- 
whether it's with a national 
giant, a small, local company or 
a statewide insurance pool -- is 
worth the paper it's printed on. 

Given the high stakes ‘at 
hand, a dispassionate look at 
the facts behind the industry's 
concern is called for. And so is 
an answer to the key question: 
will consumers be able to 
obtain homeowner insurance? 
The ariswer is yes. 

First, a look at what con- 
cerns insurers: 


Experts like Prof. William 
Gráy of Colorado State Univer- 
sity predict that the upcoming 
hurricane season will spawn 11 
major storms, six of hurricane 
intensity and three that could 
equal Andrew. No forecaster, 
including Gray, can say where 
the landfall of these.storms 
may be. 

But insurers know that if 
Andrew had hit just twenty 
miles to the north, in the center 
of Miami, the loss would be not 
the $20 billion expected from 
Andrew, but an incredible $50 
billion. 

That should send chills up 
the back of anyone doing busi- 
hess in Florida, not just insur- 
ers, but also realtors, banks, 
contractors and state authori- 
ties. 

It's been said that insurers 
have made so rhuch money in 
Florida-over the years that they 
should be able to absorb 
unprecedented losses such as 
Andrew's without trouble. 

A glance at the facts proves 
how wrong that idea is. In the 
five years between 1987 and 
1991, homeowners insurance 
premiums totaled about %5 bil- 
lion, slightly less than $1 bil- 
lion a year. Only a fraction of 
that -- 4.7 percent -- was profit. 

The rest was paid out in 
claims, business expenses and 
taxes. In the 1987-91 period, 
then, homeowners insurers 
made a total profit of $235 mil- 
lion. Andrew obliterated all 
those profits in its first 15 min- 
utes over Florida. 

Insurers are prohibited by 
law from raising rates to recoup 
past losses. So they can only 
hope that time and favorable 
weather will bring in profits in 
the future, Even if they were 
allowed to recover Andrew loss- 
es, at the cürrent rate of prof- 
itability, it would take 80 years. 

It should also be remembered 
that hurricanes are not the only 
È insurers pay in Flori- 
te they kive 3,500,000 


- customers, most of them away 


from the high-risk coastal 
areas. Before Andrew struck, 
Florida insurers had already 


paid almost $1 billion in vari- 
ous homeowners claims; and 
they continue to pay the claims 
of thousands of other Floridians 
over and above Andrew losses. 

To maintain their ability to 
serve gll their customers, insur- 
ers must observe limits or fai! 
everyone. - 


Shoddy 


In the course of settling near- 
ly 700,000 claims from Andrew, 
insurance adjusters found an 
acute cancer in South Florida 
homes..n many instances, 
building codes had not been fol- 
lowed or enforced. Between, 25 
and 40 percent of the losses 
paid could have been prevented 
if the existing codes had been 
honored. That means Andrew 
should have cost $4 to $10 bil- 
lion less than it did. 

State and local authorities 
are working hard to correct the 
problems of poor construction 
and lax enforcement. Insurers 
applaud their action, but com- 
panies have no way of knowing 
how much of those efforts will 
improve the quality of construc- 
tion before the next hurricane 
season. They have no cause for 
optimism, 

A grand jury convened after 
Andrew discovered that at one 
point 60 percent of the roofs 
rebuilt after Andrew had failed 
inspection. It's anyone's guess 
how many more surprises lie in 
wait in the buildings of Dade, 
Broward and Monroe counties. 
Insurers can only guess how 
hard they may be hammered by 
the next storm. 


Reinsurance 


Before Florida residents 
started encountering difficul- 
ties finding coverage, insurance 
companies faced their own 
availability and affordability 
crisis. Reinsurance, ~ the insur- 
ance that the companies buy to 
help pay huge losses they can- 
not cover by themselves -- has 
all but disappeared for South 


. Florida. The coverage that com- 


panies are able to buy has been 
cut in half and the price has 
doubled or tripled. 

No one knows yet how big the 
final tab oe will be for 
U.S. and foreign reinsurance 
companies. Whatever it is, they 
will also pay billions fer the Los 
Angeles riots, the Chicago flood, 
Hurricane Iniki and Midwest 
storms, events which ran up 
$23 billion in catastrophe losses 
in 1992, making it the worst 
year in U.S. history. Reinsurers 
are not eager to take on more 
coastal risks in Flotida or else- 
where. Even the famous Lloyd's 
of London is unwilling to accept 
more risk in Florida at this 
time. 

Without adequate reinsur- 
ance backup, companies have 
no choice. They are required by 
law to restrict their sales. 


ER 


An insurance company is 
judged, as the average con- 
sumer is, according to its credit- 
worthiness, its ability to pay 
bills (that is, claims), and the 
potential risk it presents. Hur- 
ricane Andrew and the other 
disasters of 1992 had a ruinous 
effect on the financial ratings of 
many insurers. 

Only weeks after the hurri- 
cane, the leading rater, A.M. 
Best and Co., downgraded 23 


companies. Downgradings are 
red flags to insurers, investors 
und regulators. Companies are 
in the same position as a con- 
sumer trying to get a mortgage 
er a car loan, who is suddenly 
slapped with a bad credit 
report. 

A few lucky companies have 
been shored up by hundreds of 
millions, even billions, from 
wealthy parent corporations. 
Others are trying to raise mon- 
ey by offering new stock in the 
company. But all insurers 
depend on their financial rating 
to raise capital to pay claims, 
run' the company or expand. 
Lowéring ratings mean fewer 
investors, léss capital, and 
more risk for the company. If its 
rating is in danger, the compa- 
ny takes the only reasonable 
course of action -- reduce the & 
exposure to loss. 

That is what's happening in 
Florida today. A.M. Best offi- 
cials concede that their lowered 
ratings are driving some com- 
panies to limit their risk in 
Florida in order to regain or 
maintain a good rating. 

It's small consolation tog 
Floridians, but the same thing 
is happening throughout the 
Galf states, in Hawaii, New 
Jersey, new York, Louisiana 
and Texas ss companies, 
wracked by historic losses, 
wrestle to pay the claims of 
their other customers, not 
merely coastal residents. 

The better news is that 85 to 9 
90 percent of Floridians will not. 
be affected by the lirnitations 
announced so far. Coverage will 
continue to be available in the 
regular market, even from 
those companies which are lim- 
iting their márket share. And 
those companies will have 
maintained their financial 
strength and the ratings, hav- 
ing reduced their overall vul- 
nerability to another mega- 
catastrophe, What matters 
most is that the industry will 
be able to deliver the goods. 

For those who cannot get 
insurance in the regular mar- 
ket, the state and the insurance & ` 
industry are cooperating to run 
the Florida Residential Proper- 
ty and Casualty Joint Under- 
writing Association (RPCJUA) 
as an insurer of last resort. The 
RPCJUA combines the finan- 
cial strength of all companies 
doing business in the state to 
make coverage available to® 
everyone, although a bit limited 
and somewhat more expensive 
(around $9 a month on aver- 
age). As a result, no Florida 
property owner will be without 
essential insurance coverage. 

The capital behind the 
RPCJUA is from the insurance 
industry. Any losses will beg 
absorbed by insurance compa- 
nies, not by taxpayer funds. 

The insurance industry is * 
also working to improve the 
Florida insurance market. It's 
sponsoring seminars around 
the state to educate building 
inspectors and to improve code 
enforcement. It's sponsoring a, 
pilot testing program to use 
insurance rates as an incentive 
for stringent code enforcement 
to protect lives and property. 

The bottom line is this: the 
insurance industry will contin- 
ue to provide. The means to do 
so may be different, but the end 
result is the same -- financially 
solid property insurance protec-@ 
tion for all Floridians.
